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When Margaret Godown first 
started teaching, she would ask 
students not to bring Christmas 
presents because she couldn't 
reciprocate all of their 
thoughful gifts. 

“You used te find your desk 
piled high when you came in 
the next morning,” said 
Godown, who reminisced about 
the good old days when 
students honored their 
teachers. 

“Now, once in a great while, 
they will do something,” she 
said. 

Recently retired after 28 
years of teaching in 
Cucamonga schools, Godown, 
67, has witnessed some 
dramatic changes in education. 
The soft-spoken woman 
remembers former students 
with unmistakable fondess, but 
she also speaks candidly of the 
harsh realities facing today’s 
teachers. 

“The job has gotten a lot 
bigger than it was. | don’t think 
it (education) is centered on the 
child as much as it used to be,”’ 
she said. 

Godown started teaching in 
1960, not long after leaving 
Wisconsin to settle in Pomona 
with her husband Bob. She 
taught all subjects to a class of 
17 sixth graders in those days, 
Godown said. 

“| was one of the last people 
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to get credentialed to teach a 
self-contained (all subjects) 
class,” she said. California 
teachers now are credentialed 
by subject, and the change has 
restricted the flexibility an 
elementary teacher used to 
have, she said. 

Godown taught nearly every 
elementary grade level, worked 
as acertified school counselor, 
and served as president of the 
Cucamonga Teachers 
Association during her career. 
She piloted the district’s first 
special education and computer 
science programs, and was 
voted 1987 district teacher of 
the year. 

A widespread lack of student 
respect for teachers is one of 
the unfortunate changes in 
education Godown has seen. 
Kids have become more 
sophisticated, but teachers 
have lost the power to 
discipline them, she said. 

“Try keeping kids after 
school and they'll tell you, ‘No, 
you're not keeping me after 
school ... I’li call my parents and 
they'll sue you,’ ” she said. 

In the old days, teachers were 
advised to approach a student, 
put their arm around him, and 
encourage him to talk if 
something appeared to be 
wrong, Godown said. 

“You don’t do that today. You 
don’t put your hand anywhere

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND ADOPTING SECTION 12, PLANNING AND ZONING OF 
SPECIFIC PLAN NO. SPR-7, SAN ANTONIO LAKES SPECIFIC PLAN, 
AS AN AMENDMENT TO ARTICLE IX OF THE UPLAND MUNICIPAL CODE AND

NANCE ONLY, UNLESS OTHERWISE SPECIFICALLY NOTED. 


SEC. 9601. PLANNING PROVISIONS--GENERAL 
2601.010, Intent and Purpose 


For the purpose of promoting and protecti: the lic 
health, safety and welfare of the people of the city of 
Upland, and to provide for the social, physical and econon- 
ic advantages resulting from comprehensive and orderly 
planned use of land resources, a planning ordinance estab- 
lishing objectives and policies of the general plan as 
reflected in the San Antonio Lakes Specific Plan; authoriza- 
tion for commissions and committees and defini the 
powers and duties of said commissions and committees; 
dividing the San Antonio Lakes Specific Plan area into 
zones; adopting a map of said land use zones; governing the 
use of land for residential and nonresidential purposes in 
the San Antonio Lakes project area; establishing standards 
of design and improvement of land subdivision; prescribing 
penalties for violations of said ordinance; and repealing 
all ordinances in conflict therewith, is hereby adopted by 
the city council.

SEC. 9608. DEFINITION--ZONING CODE. The provisions, cove- 
nants and restrictions of Chapter 9402 of Article IX of the 
Upland Municipal Code shall apply.

DURES. The provisions, covenants and restrictions of Chap- 
ter 9403 of Article IX of the Upland Municipal Code shall 
apply. 


SEC. 9610. SITE DEVELOPMENT STANDARDS--GENERAL. The provi- 
sions, covenants and restrictions of Chapter 9404 of Article 
IX of the Upland Municipal Code shall apply. 


SEC. 9611. OUTDOOR ADVERTISING--SIGNS AND BILLBOARDS. The 
provisions, covenants and restrictions of Chapter 9405 of 
Article IX of the Upland Municipal Code shall apply. 


SEC. 9612. VEHICLE PARKING AND LOADING REQUIREMENTS--SAN 
ANTONIO LAKES ONLY. 


A parking space shall be defined as space exclusive of 
driveways, ramps, columns, loading areas, office or work 
areas within a building or open parking space for the park- 
ing of one automobile. Such parking space shall comply with 
all city of Upland standard details. 


The following standards for providing off-street parking 
shall apply at the time of the erection of any main build- 
ing. 


-010 Storage of Vehicles; General. No motor vehicle 
shall be stored or parked in any single-family (SFR) 
or multi-family (MFR) zone except in an entirely 
enclosed garage, carport, or paved open parking space, 
unless said vehicle is capable of movement under its 
own power. 


.020 The handicapped parking requirements established by 
the State of California, shall be considered and 
adhered to when designing and constructing a parking 
lot, parking garage, or other parking facility in any 
area of San Antonio Lakes. 


9612.015, Calculated Gross Floor Area to Determine Parking 
Ratio for Development 


This directive is established to provide developers and 
ataff with a better and more consistent understanding with 
what is meant by adjusted gross floor area for Planning 
Department needs. For the purposes of calculating the 
adjusted gross floor area, to determine the required number 
of parking stalls for a project of development, the follow- 
ing items may be excluded from the overall dimensions of the 
building project:

This directive is not intended as a substitute for the 
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definition of gross ficor area as defined inthe vuniforn 
Building Code (UBC) but, rather, to act as an aid to appli- 
cants and developers when calculating the required number of 
parking spaces based on the adjusted gross fioor area of a 
building or project in accordance with this ordinance. 


Also, to determine a site's acreage, the adjusted gross 


‘acreage is calculated for the site after any street dedica- 


tions or improvements which will be required for the devel- 
opment. If this area is equal to or greater than 5 acres 
then the less restrictive parking ratio will apply. (ref: CH

9612.020, Residential Parking Requirements-~General. 


Except as may be provided by the standards of the residen- 
tial zone in which located, the provisions of this section 
shall apply for all residential parking spaces and/or 
areas.

.021 If a lot has vehicular access on an alley, 
there shall be provided as a minimum pedestrian 
access way, recorded as such, ten feet from 
the street frontage to the rear building site 
or sites.

In addition, 
one-half of a standard parking space is required -for guest 
parking per each dwelling unit and may include driveways of 
sufficient size. All required parking spaces in single- 
family residential areas shall be standard size; no compact 
parking spaces shall be permitted. 


9612.022 Multiple-Family Uses. For multiple-family dwell- 
ings, the following standards shall apply: 


.010 Minimum Number and Type of Spaces: There shall be not 
less than two parking spaces provided for every dwell-~ 
ing on the same lot as the structure they are intended 
to serve. A minimum of one parking space per unit 
must be covered with a carport or in an enclosed 
garage. In addition, one-half of a standard parking 
space is required for guest parking per each dwelling. 
All required parking spaces in multi-family residen- 
tial areas shall be standard size; no compact parking 
spaces shall be permitted. ' 


9612.023. PRD Uses. For all Planned Residential Develop- 
ments (PRD's) there shall be not less than _ two parking 
spaces provided in an enclosed garage for each Bingle-family 
dwelling. For multiple-family dwellings, there shall be not 
less than two parking spaces provided, one of which shall be 
in a covered carport or enclosed garage. Said spaces shall 
be provided on the same lot as the structure they are in- 
tended to serve. In addition, one-half of a standard park- 
ing space is required for guest parking per each dwelling, 
for all residential areas, provided that driveways of suffi- 
cient size may be included as guest parking in single-family 
residential areas only. No compact parking spaces shall be 
permitted in any Planned Residential Developments. 


9612.030, Nonresidential Parking Requirements--General. 


For buildings or structures other than dwellings and for 
uses involving large concentrations of people, there shall 
be at least one parking space on the same lot with the main 
building, or on lots immediately contiguous thereto and 
available for use by the occupants, unless otherwise pro- 
vided by a reciprocal parking agreement for off-site park- 
ing, in the following ratios for specific types of use: 


.010 For Churches: At least one parking space for every 
three permanent seats and, in addition thereto, in 
cases where temporary or movable seats are provided 
for, there shall be not less than one parking space 
for every forty square feet of area within the main 
structure. 


.020 For Theaters: At least one parking space for every 
2.5 permanent seats and, in addition thereto, in cases 
where temporary or movable seats are provided for, 
there shall be not less than one parking space for 
every forty square feet of area within the main the- 
ater. 


.030 For Auditoriums: At least one parking/space for every 
5 permanent seats and, in cases where temporary or 
movable seats are provided for, there shall be not 
less than one parking space for every forty square 
feet of area within the main auditorium.

9612.040, Commercial and Institutional Uses--General. 


Excepting as otherwise provided in this chapter for any new 
buildings or enlargements or increases in capacity of 
existing buildings, the following standards shall apply: 


.010 Retail Commercial. For retail commercial buildings or 
structures, the following - parking requirements shall 
apply: . : 


.011 There shall be provided at least: 


o Four spaces per 1,000 square feet of ad- 
justed gross leasable area (GLA) ‘for centers 
having a GLA of 25,000 to 400,000 square 
feet; and 


° From four to five spaces, with an average of 
4.5 spaces per 1,000 square feet of GLA, for 
centers having from 400,000 to 600,000

.020 Compact Spaces. A maximum of 25 percent of the total 
numbez of non-residential off-street parking required 
by this ordinance, excepting all residential spaces, 
may be provided in compact car spaces, and shall be 
clearly marked "COMPACT CARS ONLY". Where an antire 
section of the parking lot is restricted to compact 
car parking with an angle of 90 degrees, the aisle 
width may be reduced to 23 feet; such compact sec- 
tions, if used, should be located so as to minimize 
the distance from the section to the appropriate 
building or activity. Such compact parking space 
shall comply with all of City of Upland standard 
details. All required residential parking spaces 
shall be full-sized; no compact spaces are permitted 
for required spaces in residential areas. 


9612.050, Design and Improvement of Parking Areas--General. 


Every parcel of land hereafter used for parking, sales or 
display purposes shall be improved and maintained as re~- 
quired in the following provisions: 


.010 Surfacing, paving, and marking of parking areas. All 
areas shall be surfaced or paved with asphaltic con- 
crete, concrete or other bitulithic surfacing accept~ 
able to and in accordance with the engineering 
standards of the city, and shall thereafter be main- 
tained in good condition. Parking stalls shall be 
marked and the access lanes shall be clearly defined, 
including directional arrows to guide internal move- 
ment. All compact parking stalls shall be clearly 
marked "COMPACT CARS ONLY". 


.020 Landscaping of Parking Areas. Not less than five 
per cent of the parking area shall be landscaped and 
maintained with trees and other appropriate plant and 
landscaping materials contained in planter areas. The 
planter areas shall have a minimum width of five feet 
with an unpaved area of forty square feet bounded by a 
concrete curb or its equivalent, and having a minimum 
height of six inches. All planter areas shall be 
served by water irrigation lines and supplied with 
bubblers, sprinklers or hose bibs. The landscape 
planters shall be distributed throughout the off- 
street parking areas in such a manner that the maximum 
amount of dispersion is obtained. All parking spaces 
shall be within 100 feet of a planter area. The 
required number of parking spaces shall not be reduced 
by more than five percent by the landscaping set forth 
above. 


.030 Limitations on Lighting. Lighting where provided to 
dlluminate such parking, sales or display areas shall 
be hooded or shielded and shall be so arranged and 
controlled so that no direct beams cause a nuisance 
either to highway traffic or to the living environ- 
ment. Lighting plans shall be submitted to the design 
review committee for review and approval. 


.040 Parking Areas Adjoining Residential Use or Zone. 
Where such areas adjoin residential zones they shall 
be separated therefrom by a solid masonry wall six 
feet in height, provided the wall shall not exceed 
three feet in height where it is in the front yard 
area of an abutting residential use or zone. Where no 
fence or wall is required along a boundary of an area 
covered by this section, there shall be a_ concrete 
curb or timber barrier not less than six inches in 
height abutting property on public right-of-way. The 
parrier shall be not less than two feet from any 
property line on the subject property. 


.041 Where such area adjoins a residential zone there 
shall be a border of appropriate landscaping not 
less than ten feet in depth, along the residen- 
tial street frontage, to protect the character 
ef the adjoining residential property. Such 
landscaping shall be maintained. Site or plot: 
plans for the development shall be submitted to 
the design review committee for review and 
approval. 


.050 Compact Spaces. A maximum of 25 percent of the total 
number of non-residential, off-street parking required 
by this ordinance, may be provided in compact car 
spaces, and shall be clearly marked "COMPACT CARS 
ONLY."

SEC. 9625. COMMERCIAL ZONES--GENERAL 


9625.010. Description and Purpose. 


This is a “general” or "master" chapter which contains 
provisions pertaining to the development and/or maintenance 
of any lot or site intended for commercial use. 


Provisions and regulations common to all commercial zone 
classifications are consolidated and incorporated into said 
chapter in order to improve efficiencies in the administra- 
tion of this part, and to reduce the bulk of same by the 
elimination of repetition and redundancy wherever possi- 
ble. 


The provisions of this chapter shall apply for any commer~ 
cial use irrespective if the zone in which located, except 
as otherwise specifically provided in the zoning chapter 
pertaining to such classification. 


9625.020, Permitted Primary Uses and Structures. 


The permitted primary uses and structures for the specific 
zone in which said use or structure is located shall ap- 
ply. 


2625.030, Permitted Accessory Uses and Structures, 


-010 The following accessory structures and land uses may 
be permitted in any commercial zone only where clear- 
ly incidental to a permitted primary use, except as 
may otherwise be permitted herein. 


O11 Fences, hedges and walls, in compliance with 
the regulations prescribed hereinafter and in 
Chapter 9404, “Site Development Standards-- 
General." 


-012 Signs, in compliance with the regulations 
prescribed hereinafter and in Chapter 9405, 
“Outdoor Advertising--Signs and Billboards." 


9625.040.. Permitted Temporary Uses and Structures. 


-010 Temporary signs as provided in Chapter 9405 and 
subject to compliance with all provisions thereof. 


2625.050,_ Conditional Uses and Structures, 
The following uses and structures may be permitted in any 
commercial zone subject to approval of a conditional use 


permit in compliance with provisions for same as set forth 
in Chapter 9403, "Zoning Procedures." 


The property development standards for the zone in which 
said use or structure is located shall apply, except as may 
otherwise be specifically provided for said use or struc- 
ture. All conditional use permits require notice of public 
hearing. 


-010 Agricultural uses interim to development “including 
farms or ranches for orchards, tree crops, field 
crops, truck gardening, berry and bush crops, and 
wholesale/retail plant nurseries on plots of not less 
than one acre.

-070 Theatrical productions (within an entirely enclosed 
building). 


-080 Public utility structures, buildings and service 
facilities. 


-090 Governmental facilities, including but not limited to 
community centers owned and operated by a governmen- 
tal agency, public libraries and museums, and public 
parks and playgrounds. 


-100 Such other uses as the Planning Commission may deem 
to be similar, no more obnoxious and equally as 
essential to serve the public welfare.

9625.102 Building Site Requirements.

9625.104, “Special Structural Setbacks and Yards-~Excep- 
tions." 


Any such required front or street side yard shall be open 
ana unobstructed from all mechanical equipment, air condi- 
tioning equipment, meters, and other encroachments from the 
ground. to the sky; no yard or open space provided around 
any building for the purpose of complying with the provi- 
sions of this title shall be considered as providing a yard 
or open space for any other building; and no yard or open 
space on any adjoining property shall be considered as 
providing a yard or open space on a lot whereon a building 
is to be erected, except as provided hereinafter.

.010 Fences, Hedges, and Walls. Fences, hedges, and walls 
not to exceed six feet in height may be permitted on 
or within the rear or side property lines on any 
interior lot or any corner lot and to the rear of any 
required front setback or yard line, except as other- 
wise provided herein.

© Be designed, constructed, mounted, and maintained such 
that the maximum illumination intensity measured at the 
wall of any residential building on abutting property 
shall not exceed 1/2 foot candle above ambient levels. 


© Be used only between 6 A.M. and 10, P.M. 


9625.108 Mechanical Equipment. Satellite dishes, meters, 
and associated mechanical equipment are not permitted in 
any front yard or required street side yard, however, they 
may be mounted on any rooftop, provided they are visually 
screened to the satisfaction of the Planning, Department. 
In addition, all such equipment shall be located no closer 
than five feet from any property line as measured from the 
outer edge of the satellite dish, meter, or méchanical 
equipment to the nearest property line. All satellite 
dishes, meters, and mechanical equipment shall be screened 
from all public views at ground level from adjacent ‘public 
streets and residential areas to the satisfaction of the 
Planning Director. 


9625.109 Required Fences and Walls. A solid masonry wall 
designed to Building Department specifications shall be 
constructed along the perimeter of all areas designated by 
the Planning Director to be dangerous to the health and 
safety of the public. Except as otherwise provided in the 


zone in which located,. said wall shall be provided of a 
height and nature as provided herein, in locations in- 
cluding but not limited to the following: 


-010 Separation of Commercial Zones from Residential 
Zones. Where no building exists on a setback line 
established in this part, there shall be erected a 
solid masonry wall not less than six feet nor more 
than eight feet in height designed to building de-

.014 ,.Zone'-boundary is an alley: Where the zone 
boundary is.an alley, the wall shall be on the 
property line along the alley. 


-020 Enclosure of Outdoor Storage Areas. A solid masonry 
wall. not less than six feet.nor more than seven feet 
in height shall be erected along the street front- 
ages, along the zone boundaries ‘between any commer~- 
cial outdoor storage area and any residential zone, 
and around any trash enclosure. An eight to nine 
foot high solid masonry wall shall be erected around 
all trash compactor areas. In addition to the above 
walls, there shall be a six-foot high fence enclosing 
the storage yard on all its other property lines. 
Further, no items stored in the required side or rear 
yard shall be stacked, piled or otherwise placed in 
such a manner as to be greater in height than the 
required masonry walls.

For purposes of this chapter, a planned 
residential development (PRD) shall be defined as a 
development comprised on one-family dwellings includ- 
ing, but not limited to: cluster subdivisions, condo- 
miniuns, patio homes, community apartments, 
townhouses, duplexes, stock cooperatives, or any 
other hybrid form of ownership combining individual 
and communal interest in either land, buildings, 
structures and/or airspace on any parcel or related 
parcels, planned as a single entity rather than an 
aggregate of individual lots and having a_ predomi- 
nant developmental feature which serves to unify or 
organize development. The PRD designation is intend- 
ed for application to medium-low and medium density 
residential land uses proposed, including 4,500 
square foot lots, single-family attached dwelling 
units, and apartments. Note that the PRD Standards 
are designed to increase design flexibility. Density 
in the PRD zone is controlled by the density as 
designated in the underlying zone. ie 

.020 Purpose. The purpose of this chapter is to set forth 
criteria, standards, procedures and guidelines for 
the development of any planned residential develop- 
ment, the conversion of any existing buildings, 
structures, lands and/or open-spaces thereto, and for 
the maintenance of any buildings, structures, lands 
and/or open spaces therefore. 


The legislative intent of these provisions is to 
provide for greater design flexibility in single- 
family residential developments from siting regula- 
tions for conventional subdivisions in order to 


encourage: 

° A more creative approach to the development of 
land; 

° variety in the physical development pattern of 
the city; 

° The conservation and enhancement of open~ 
space; 

° The conservation and efficient utilization of 


energy resources; 


° Economics in housing construction and mainte- 
nance to expand housing opportunities for all 
economic segments of the community; 


° Efficiencies in the provision of City ser- 
vices; and 


° The protection and enhancement of community 
property values. 


It is the express intent of the City of Upland to 
ensure that all PRD's include areas for: living, 
open space, storage, recreation, vehicle circulation 
and parking, and other amenities, are appropriate for 
the creation and enhancement of a desirable single- 
family residential living environment. All such 
areas shall be adequately maintained. 


It is further intent of the City that no planned 
residential development should be approved which 
exceeds the density of the underlying zone in which 
located, excepting within any approved "density bonus 
area", or exceeding densities inhibiting the provi- 
sion of amenities characteristic of conventional, 
single-family residential developments. 


9642,.020, Permitted Primary Uses and Structures. 


The following uses may be permitted in the SFR and MFR 
zones subject to approval of a conditional use permit (CUP) 
in compliance with procedures and conditions, therefore as 
set forth in Chapter 9403 "Zoning Procedures", and as 
provided herein.

.040 Minimum Floor Area per Dwelling: The minimum floor 
area per residential dwelling unit shall not be less 
than the minimum floor area allowable in the under- 
lying "SFR" or "MFR" zone. 


9642.103 Structural Setbacks and Yards. Excepting per- 
mitted encroachments into required yards as set forth in 
Chapter 9404, the setback of any buildings or structures 
exceeding 42 inches in height shall be not less than as 
provided in the underlying "SFR" or MFR" zone. Provided, 
however, that the City may modify the standards of the 
underlying zone in which any PRD is to be located to pro- 
vide greater or lesser setbacks. Such deviation from the 
underlying zone will be allowed in order to ensure compati- 
bility with contiguous land-uses, or permit such higher 
walls or other visual/acoustical barriers within setback 
areas as determined necessary by the City to protect the 
public safety and welfare.

In no case shall 
individual lines or mains for any dwelling extend 
under any other dwelling. 


9642.108 Vehicle Access and Parking irements. The

The report shall be 
referenced in the subdivision report to the planning 
commission. The physical elements report shall 
reine’ but not be limited to, the following infor- 
mation: 


-031 Structural Condition. A report detailing the 
condition and estimating the remaining useful 
life of each project proposed for conversion: 
Roofs, foundations, exterior paint, paved 
systems, including sewage systems, swimming 
pools, sprinkler systems for landscaping, 
utility delivery systems, central or community 
heating and air conditioning systems, fire 
protection systems including automatic sprin- 
kler systems, alarm systems, or standpipe 
systems, and structural elements. Such report 
shall be prepared by an appropriately licensed 
contractor or architect or by a registered 
civil or structural engineer other than the 
owner. For any element whose useful like is 
less than five years, a replacement cost 
estimate shall be provided. Regarding each 
such element, the report shall state, to the 
best knowledge or estimate of the applicant, 
when such element was built, the condition of 
each element when said element was replaced; 
the approximate date upon which said element 
will require replacement; the cost of replac- 
ing said element; and any variation of the 
physical condition of said element from the 
city housing code and city building code in 
effect on the date that the last building 
permit was issued for the subject structure. 
The report shall identify any defective or 
unsafe elements and set forth the proposed 
corrective measure to be employed. 


-032 Pest Control Report - A report from a licensed 
structural pest control operator, approved by 
the city, on each structure and each unit 
within the structure. 


033 Soils - A report on any known soil and geolog- 
ical conditions regarding soil deposits, rock 
formations, faults, groundwater, and land- 
slides in the vicinity of the project and a 
statement regarding any known evidence of 
soils problems relating the structures. 
Reference shall be made to any previous soils 
reports for the site and a copy submitted with 
gaid report. 


.034 Refurbishings - A statement of repairs and 
improvements to be made by the subdivider 
necessary to refurbish and restore the project 
to achieve a high degree of appearance and 
safety. 


.035 Unique Provisions Report - A statement of any 
unique provisions of the proposed covenants, 
conditions, and restrictions which would be 
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applied on behalf of any and all owners of 
condominium units within the project. With 
regard to stock cooperatives, this submission 
shall consist of a summary of proposed manage- 
ment, occupancy and maintenance policies on 
forms approved by the city attorney. : 


037 Notification of intent to convert. The subdi- 
vider shall submit evidence that certified 
letter of notification of intent to convert 
was sent to each tenant for who a signed copy 
of said notice is not submitted. All such 
notices of intent to convert shall contain not 
less than the following information: 


.0371 Name and address of the current own- 
er(s) and proposed subdivider(s). 


.0372 Approximate dates on which both the 
tentative map and final map are pro- 
posed to be filed. 


.0373 Approximate date on which the unit is 
to be vacated by non-purchasing ten- 
ants. 


.0374 Tenant's Right to Purchase. As pro- 
vided in Government Code Section 
66427.1(b) any present tenant or ten- 
ants of any unit shall be given a non- 
transferable right of first refusal to 
purchase the unit occupied at a price 
no greater than the price offered to 
the general public. The right of first 
refusal shall extend for at least 60 
days from the date of issuance of the 
subdivision public report or commence~- 
ment of sales, whichever date is 
later. 


.0378 Vacation of Units. Each non-purchasing 
tenant, not in default under the obli- 
gations of the rental agreement or 
lease under which he occupies his unit, 
shall have not less than 120 days from 
the date of receipt of notification 
from the owner of his intent to convert 
or fromthe filing date of the final 
subdivision may, whichever date is 
later,to find substitute housing and to 
relocate. 


.0376 Increase in Rents. From the date of 
approval of the tentative subdivision 
map, until the date of conversion, no 
tenant's rent shall be increased (1) 
more frequently than once every six 
months and (2) at a rate greater than 
the rate of increase for residential 
construction in the dodge construction 
potential for San Bernardino County, on 
an annualized basis, for the same 
period. This limitation shall not 
apply if rent increases are provided 
for in leases or contracts in existence 
prior to the filing date of the tenta- 
tive map. 


.0377 Moving Expenses. Any relocation assis- 
tance plan proposed by the subdivider 
including but not limited to, any 
provisions for payment of moving ex- 
penses, shall be contained in the 
notification of intent to convert. 


.0378 Notice to New Tenants. After submittal 
of the application to convert, any 
prospective tenants shall be notified 
in writing of the intent to convert 
prior to leasing or renting any unit 
and shall not be subject to the provi- 
sions of subsections .0376 and .0377. 


-040 Application Processing. The procedure for consider- 
ation of a conditional use permit shall be as pre- 
scribed in Chapter 9403, "Zoning Procedures" in the 
game manner as prescribed in section 9641.120.050 of 
Article IX of the Upland Municipal Code for the 
processing of applications for residential planned 
unit developments. 


.050 Conditions, Restrictions and Modifications. As a 


condition of the approval of a development plan 
hereunder, the planning commission may recommend and 
the city council may impose such other appropriate 
and’ reasonable coriditions and restrictions, and 
permit such modifications as it may deem necessary to 
ensure that the purpose and intent of this chapter 
are observed. 


.051 ° Once a development under these provisions is 
initiated, the conditional use permit, the 
development plan upon which it is based, and 
the conditions attached thereto, shall (except 
as may be amended) be binding upon the appli- 
cants, their successors and assigns; shall run 
with the land; and shall regulate the con- 
struction, location, use and maintenance of 
all land and structures within the develop- 
ment. 


052 Revision of Plans: Revised development plans 
shall be submitted and processed in the same 
manner as the original development plan. When 
approved, such revised development plan shall 
automatically superseded any previously ap- 
proved plan. 


Any condi- 
tions, covenants and restrictions governing any 
planned residential development shall be in conformi- 
ty with all provisions of section 9404.020.030 of the 
Upland Municipal Code.
